His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the Assembly 
and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following Speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I desire to assure you of the satisfaction it affords me to be 
associated with you in the important duties upon which you are 
about to enter at this the Second Session of the Seventh Legis- 
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lative Assembly of the Province of Alberta, and to avail myself 
of your assistance and advice in discharging my duties as the 
representative of His Majesty the King. 


I am sure, as the elected representatives of the people of this 
Province, you would desire me to extend your cordial greetings 
to the recently appointed Governor General of Canada, the Right 
Honourable the Earl of Bessborough, and to Lady Bessborough, 
and to express the hope that they may be able to visit Alberta 
this year. 


Since you were last assembled, this House has lost the ser- 
vices of a widely known and highly respected Member by the 
death of Mr. George W. Smith, the late representative of the 
Electoral Division of Red Deer. Mr. Smith at all times brought 
to the deliberations of this Assembly a high sense of duty and a 
loyal devotion to the interests of the Province, while his kindly 
personality and genial spirit caused him to be greatly beloved by 
all of his associates. 


You are entering upon your duties at a time when Western 
Canada is experiencing in full measure the effects of the present 
world-wide economic disturbance. Although many parts of the 
Province were blessed with a bountiful harvest yielding an 
abundance of coarse grains and feed for live stock, and a total 
wheat production only thrice exceeded in the history of the 
Province, the prevailing prices of all farm products have been so 
low that the farmer has received little or no return for his labour, 
while in some sections total or partial crop failure through lack 
of rain has reduced many of our people to extreme hardship. 
The decline in the purchasing power of our agricultural popula- 
tion, together with the general decline in business, has accentu- 
ated unemployment in our urban centres. 


It is well to remember that the basic causes of our difficulties 
lie beyond the power and jurisdiction of this Assembly, and that 
our major problems can be solved only by readjustments on a 
national or international scale. Realizing, however, the obligation 
to ameliorate conditions within the limits of our Provincial re- 
sources, my Ministers, early in the year, in conjunction with the 
Government of Canada and urban and rural municipal organiza- 
tions, undertook extensive programmes of public works and of 
direct relief. Various approved undertakings are now under way 
in the urban centres, and are affording relief to many of our 
people. 


On account of: climatic conditions relief work in our rural 
areas could only be carried on during the summer and autumn 
months. In addition to the provision for main and secondary 
highways and for local municipal road improvements, authorized 
by you at the last Session, further expenditure was authorized as 
a result of which a very considerable amount of relief was given 
in the needy districts, while from the standpoint of highway and 
district road construction the past year has therefore witnessed 
a greater development than in any previous year. 


In order to minimize and ameliorate the hardship that would 
result from undue pressure in collecting interest payments and 
other obligations and liabilities under existing conditions, confer- 
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ences were held during the year with representative groups of 
creditors, while the operation and administrative work under 
The Debt Adjustment Act was considerably extended. You will 
be invited to review the operation and administration of this Act. 


The trying times through which we are passing have served 
to demonstrate anew that our people still possess the spirit of the 
pioneers and have the determination, fortitude and courage to 
meet and overcome emergencies. This has been particularly 
exemplified by the manner in which municipal councils, school 
boards, teachers and taxpayers have co-operated in maintaining 
our primary and secondary educational services. The school year 
ending June 30th set a new high record in the percentage of 
schools operating for a minimum of one hundred and sixty days, 
in the average period of operation of all schools and in regularity 
of attendance. My Ministers assisted in attaining these results 
by advancing the time of payment of statutory grants and by 
assisting in negotiations with financial authorities, while the 
value of the equalization grants has been amply demonstrated 
during the year. 


A survey of the records of the Department of Vital Statistics 
so far available, indicates the past year to have been, from the 
point of view of general health, one of the best in the history of 
the Province. The serious lack of sanatorium accommodation for 
patients suffering from tuberculosis has engaged the attention 
of the Government. As under present economic conditions in- 
creased sanatorium accommodation is not possible, my Ministers 
propose to negotiate agreements with properly equipped hospitals 
for the care of certain tubercular patients under the direction and 
supervision of sanatorium authorities. 


The organization and administration of the Department of 
Lands and Mines was hampered by the delay in obtaining the 
transfer of essential records from the original administrative 
offices at Ottawa. This transfer was not completed until October 
last. As a result, many applications to the Department could not 
be expeditiously considered, nor was the Department able to 
render the necessary accounts for the collection of revenues due 
the Province. Substantial progress has now been made, however, 
in absorbing into the provincial organization this vast bulk of 
ledgers, files and documents so that the administration work of 
this Department should now be greatly improved. 


In taking over the responsibility for the administration of our 
natural resources my Government has had to give consideration 
to the very perplexing problems involved in the wastage of gas 
in the Turner Valley. You will be informed of the negotiations 
undertaken with the various producing companies and will be 
asked to consider the information assembled by the technical 
advisers of the Government. 


Having regard to the imperative necessity of greatly reducing 
expenditure, my Government reopened negotiations with the 
Government of Canada for the policing of the Province, and as 
a result an agreement has been completed on terms much more 
favourable to the Province than those formerly offered. Under 
this agreement, subject to your ratification, the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police will, on the first day of April, assume this duty. 
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My Ministers have been gratified at the evidence that their con- 
fidence and pride in the Provincial Police are fully shared by the 
people of the Province as has been shown by the many expres- 
sions of esteem that have come from all parts of the Province 
since these negotiations were first announced. 


The Alberta Co-Operative Rural Credit Act, passed at the last 
Session of this House, provided for the consolidation of the 
various Co-Operative Credit Societies into a corporation to be 
known as “The Alberta Rural Credit Corporation.” An interim 
report of the Supervisor of Co-Operative Credits will be sub- 
mitted to you which will show that very satisfactory progress 
has been made during the past year towards such consolidation. 
The moderate loans made by the societies during the year have 
been largely repaid, while the very substantial amount of capital 
in the new corporation already subscribed will minimize any loss 
ultimately sustained as a result of the operations of the various 
societies in previous years. 


Information will also be made available to you regarding the 
several Co-Operative Marketing Associations formed under ‘‘The 
Co-Operative Marketing Association Guarantee Act, 1929.” Not- 
withstanding adverse business conditions these Associations have 
made gratifying progress and have substantially complied with 
the provisions of the Act respecting repayment. 


My Ministers have completed a favourable agreement with 
the various Canadian Banks respecting the final liability of the 
Province under the guarantee given in conjunction with the Prov- 
inces of Manitoba and Saskatchewan to the Canadian Co-Oper- 
ative Wheat Producers, Limited. A further agreement was satis- 
factorily completed with the Alberta Wheat Pool, providing for 
the repayment of this liability. The loyalty of the members of 
the Alberta Wheat Pool to their organization has been demon- 
strated by the fact that deliveries of grain to the Pool are already 
in excess of the most optimistic estimates made at the beginning 
of the crop year. 


It is expected that the Committee appointed at the last Ses- 
sion to study the subject of workmen’s compensation and to 
review the operations and administration of “The Workmen’s 
Compensation Act” will complete its task at an early date. Its 
report will be placed before you and you will be called upon to 
give effect to its recommendations by appropriate legislation. 


A number of measures will be brought before you dealing 
with matters of general importance, and for the purpose of 
amending certain existing Statutes. The Annual Reports of the 
various Departments of the Government will be submitted to the 
House in due course. 


The Public Accounts of the last fiscal year and the Estimates 
of Expenditure for the coming year will be submitted for your 
consideration. In the preparation of the Estimates it has been 
necessary to take into account the serious decline in all provincial 
revenues and the unexpected burden imposed by the abnormally 
high rate of exchange encountered in meeting the interest pay- 
ments and maturing obligations in the United States of America. 
My Ministers believe that the maintenance of the financial sound- 
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ness and the credit of the Province is of vital importance. You 
will, therefore, be asked to give approval to retrenchments in 
public expenditure which would not be considered under normal 
conditions, and at the same time to consider ways and means of 
augmenting public revenues. 


Although the possibility of grave disturbances still threatens 
international peace and economy, there is reason to believe that 
the economic trends that have been operating with such dis- 
astrous effect in the world at large have, in the main, spent them- 
selves. Possessing a heritage so richly endowed by nature, our 
people, schooled to overcome economic adversity, may, if the 
financial security of the Province is assured, look forward with 
confidence to the future. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session, with full con- 
fidence that you will faithfully discharge your duties and re- 
sponsibilities in the best interests of the general welfare of the 
Province. 


I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your work.

“Retention of ownership by the Crown of all lands pres- 
ently held and which may revert to it, and in future leasing 
of such land for an agreed period of occupancy, the rental pay- 
ment to be on a basis of productive value; 

“That no new rights shall be conferred upon any person, 
firm or corporation to develop any of the natural resources 
of the Province, other than land, and should any rights pres- 
ently held by private interests revert to the Crown it shall be 
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the duty and obligation of the Government of Alberta as and 
when any further development is required or desirable to de- 
velop these natural resources in the interests of all the people; 

“That a progressive program be developed for Govern- 
mental absorption of existing revenue-producing activities, or 
where satisfactory arrangements for the taking over of such 
businesses cannot be entered into, then to embark upon such 
activities notwithstanding ; 

“That the Province secure from the Dominion Parliament 
the same rights as are presently conferred upon private bank- 
ing institutions for the creation and use of credit facilities for 
the purpose of carrying out public enterprises and improve- 
ments; an adequate levy to be made upon the revenue or pub- 
lic benefit received from such undertakings to redeem the 
credit issued and used; 

“That it shall be the aim and purpose to develop toward 
a socialization of the means of production and distribution to 
the end that an adequate provision can be made for the well- 
being of our population and as a step towards this end we 
urge upon the Federal Government the calling of a National 
Conference for the purpose of creating a technical commission 
made up of persons qualified to advise on the economic, in- 
dustrial, agricultural and labor phases of the problem to work 
out a definite program of development to the end that the 
people of Canada can be protected against ee periods 
of unemployment.”’

Mr. Montgomery asked the Government the following ques- 
tions, of which he had given notice, and which were answered by 
the Hon. Mr. Hoadley: 


Q. What action, if any, has the Government taken to carry out 
the recommendations of the Committee on Agriculture: 


(a) That every effort be made by the Alberta Provincial 
Government to take such measures as will assist in 
guiding production toward market requirements and 
in reducing the costs of producing, processing and 
marketing Alberta Farm products? 


A. (a) The Federal Department of Agriculture has a policy 
by means of which market information is made avail- 
able to the Provincial Governments regularly. The 
Department of Agriculture of this Province has urged 
upon the Federal Government the necessity of improv- 
ing and expanding this service. This request has met 
with success and the service now being rendered by 
the Federal Department is of material assistance in 
supplying reliable information to the Provincial De- 
partment, which information is conveyed to the farm- 
ing public through the press and through our system 
of District Agriculturists, through Agricultural meet- 
ings and short courses which are held at various points 
each season. At these meetings such questions as the 
cost of producing, the processing and marketing of 
farm products and all matters relating to the advance- 
ment of agriculture are discussed. Numerous bulletins 
are published by the Provincial Department, the 
Faculty of Agriculture of the University and the 
Federal Department, dealing with the above subjects. 
These are distributed widely. 
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As farm production must necessarily be based on the 
requirements of the market, efforts have been directed 
toward an improvement in the quality of all farm 
commodities. Advances in this connection have been 
made through the assistance of both Federal and Pro- 
vincial Governments in their sire policies, including 
those of horses, cattle, sheep and swine, as well as 
several policies designed to improve the quality of 
poultry. 


Substantial improvement in the quality of beef has 
been made through the recently established Red Label 
Beef Feeding system whereby approximately 2,700 
cattle are on feed during the present season, under the 
direct supervision of the Provincial Department of 
Agriculture. The Dominion Government has been 
instrumental in securing a reduction in freight and 
general charges on the export cattle rates. Plans are 
under way which are designed to provide a steadier 
volume of export trade, which is essential in develop- 
ing and maintaining export markets for livestock and 
livestock products. 


For several seasons the Provincial Department has 
worked in close co-operation with the seed growers of 
the Province in an effort to improve the quality of 
seed and to have this seed distributed as widely as 
possible to farmers requiring the same. This has un- 
doubtedly resulted in a very greatly improved quality 
of grain crops and grain for export being grown 
throughout the Province generally. 


A joint Federal and Provincial policy has recently 
been adopted which provides for the distribution of 
forage crop seeds at 50% of their wholesale price. 
During the past season forage crop seeds were dis- 
tributed to 950 persons, who were chiefly members of 
boys’ and girls’ Farm Clubs. This work is closely 
supervised and directed by the Field Crops Branch of 
the Provincial Department. 


There are also many other things which have been 
done to implement the suggestions of the committee. 
It is impossible to deal with these in detail in a state- 
ment of this kind. They will be dealt with by the 
Minister of Agriculture in connection with the dis- 
cussion on the budget or the estimates. 


In addition to the foregoing, the press last year 
carried full reports of the recommendations made to 
the Dominion Government by the Premier, on behalf 
of the Alberta Government, for the establishment of a 
Wheat Board for the marketing of wheat or in the 
alternative for the payment of a minimum price to the 
producer of wheat, as well as other suggestions leading 
ro tne improvement of wheat marketing from Western 

anada.

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do all in its power to secure the creation of an 
Agricultural Stabilization Board for the purpose of 
developing export markets, supervising our export 
trade in farm products and creating a system that will 
stabilize prices for farm products consumed in Canada. 
The matter of an Agricultural Board, the function of 
which would be to supervise trade in farm products, to 
develop and maintain export markets, and to generally 
be responsible for markets intelligence, has been dis- 
cussed on several occasions with the Federal Govern- 
ments. This matter was especially dealt with at a 
meeting held in the City of Ottawa, when represent- 
atives were present as follows: Officials of the Federal 
Government, including the Agricultural Representative 
of the Federal Government in London, the Deputy 
Ministers of Agriculture of the various Provincial 
Governments and the Producers, as represented 
through Co-operative and other organizations. 

The question was seriously considered by the 
Canadian Chamber of Commerce, at a meeting held in 
Toronto, November last, at which the Minister of 
Agriculture for Alberta was present. The whole 
matter has been discussed with the Federal Govern- 
ment on various occasions and is moving toward a 
satisfactory conclusion.

The Speaker took the chair at 3 o’clock. 


Mr. Allen, Chairman from the Standing Committee on Private 
Bills, Standing Orders and Printing presented the following re- 
port: 


The Committee on Private Bills, Standing Orders and Print- 
ing has had under consideration the following resolution passed 
by the Assembly on March 10th, 1932: 


“That the Petition presented to this Assembly during its 
last Session for An Act amending The Government Liquor Con- 
trol Act, together with report of the Special Committee appoint- 
ed pursuant to the recommendations of this Assembly, be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Private Bills, Standing Orders and 
Printing with instructions to the said Committee to conclude the 
investigation commenced at the last Session and report as to 
whether, with respect to number and bona fides of signature and 
otherwise, the said petition conforms with the requirements of 
The Direct Legislation Act and the Rules of the Legislative 
Assembly with respect to Petitions.” 


and begs to report as follows: 


1. That there has been a substantial compliance with the 
terms of The Direct Legislation Act with regard to the 
total number of names required. 


2. That the question as to whether the Petition fulfils the 
requirements of signature by 8% of the electors, etc., in 
85% of the constituencies depends upon the validity of a 
very small number of signatures in five constituencies in 
default of a decision as to the constituencies in which 
acclamations. took place in 1930. 


3. We have had before us the very careful report of the 
Fact-finding Committee and have given full consideration 
to the information contained therein, which, however, does 
not seem to be conclusive as far as the validity of the 
Petition is concerned. 

4, With regard to the signatures in the individual constitu- 
encies it is agreed that the petitions in 42 constituencies 
contain the requisite number of signatures. We are sat- 
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isfied further that it would have been impossible to have 

ealeulated what number of signatures would have been 

required in the constituencies in which no election was 

held in 1930. 

5. The Direct Legislation Act as presently drafted, is so 
indefinite on a number of points as to make any petition 
open to attack. 

Two points might be cited in this regard: 

(1) The definition of an elector. 

(2) The absence of any provision with regard to con- 
stituencies in which no election was held at the last 
general election and which may or may not have been 
affected by redistribution since the previous election. 

6. Your Committee is of the opinion that the terms of the 
Act are so vague that it is quite impossible to give any 
definite ruling on these important questions of interpre- 
tation. 

7. Your Committee, therefore, recommends that the petition 
be not considered as one under The Direct Legislation 
Act but be dealt with as a petition evidencing a consid- 
erable volume of opinion that The Liquor Act be amended 
or that a plebiscite be held.

J. With reference to the right of the mortgagee to one-third 

of the crop under The Crop Payments Act: 

WE RECOMMEND that either by amendment to The 
Crop Payments Act or otherwise, provision be made to 
give a greater share of the crop to the grower;

WE RECOMMEND it being the view of your Commit- 
tee that the cost of seed, threshing, twine and taxes should 
be deducted from the total crop before the share of the 
lessor or vendor is ascertained.

WE RECOMMEND that the advisability of appointing 
local representatives of the Director in various districts 
throughout the Province for the purpose of advising the 
Director and assisting in working out the problems of the 
debtors, be investigated by the Government.

automobiles of a value in excess of three hundred and fifty 
dollars sold under conditional sales agreement: 

WE RECOMMEND that in the case of such farm ma- 
chinery, motor trucks and automobiles sold under condi- 
tional sale or lien note, the right of the seller to recover be 
limited to the article sold. 


. With reference to the situation of the retail merchant: 


WE RECOMMEND that protection be given to retail 
store-keepers in one or other of the following ways: 

(1) By conferring upon some person statutory authority 
to act as an official referee or mediator for the pur- 
pose of negotiating extensions between retail store- 
keepers and creditors, or 

(2) By providing that a creditor of a retail merchant be 
required to obtain an Order of a Judge before com- 
mencing or continuing any proceedings against his 
debtor. 

WE FURTHER RECOMMEND that all Courts be 
given a full discretion to stay any kind of proceedings 
against debtors with or without conditions attached there- 
to, to make provision for payment by instalments, and 
otherwise to do justice and equity as between the parties, 
taking into consideration all the circumstances, and the 
existing general conditions. 


RE DROUGHT AREA PROBLEMS 


Setting up an area known as the Berry Creek Area as 

outlined in Mr. Longman’s report, under similar regula- 

ons as now exist in what is known as the Tilley East 
rea.
